Fears Major Catastrophe. 

Word of the situation was 
brought to President Hoover today 
by Louis J. Taber, master of the 
National Grange, who told the 
chief executive that, if no rains oc- 
cur in the affected areas within 
30 days, the drouth would become 
a “major unten, 

Taber asked that the Govern- 
ment give its serious attention to 
this situation. He suggested that 
special freight rates be granted to 
move livestock out of and hay and 
feed into the distressed areas, and 
credit facilities be oxtenged to the 

utmost. 

Taber has spent the last ten days 
in the affected regions in the Mid- 
dle West and said the situation was 
“more serious than the nation un- 
derstands.“ 

The earlier part of the corn crop 
has been damaged to such an ex- 
tent that the loss is estimated 
at 400,000,000 bushels. 

The main crop damage has been 
reported in Nebraska, Kansas and 
Missouri where hot winds and 
lack of rain have withered the 
corn. Crop experts say late plant- 
ed corn is being damaged to some 
extent, but still might make a fair 
crop if rain comes within a week. 

Pastures have also been burned 
badly and may affect dairy n 
ucts.

Yesterday was one of the hot- 
test days ever recorded in the Unit- 
ed States. In Boston, 98 set a new 
high mark for the season and 
equaled the record for August, It, 
was 100 in Washington, 96 in Bal- 
timore, 94 in Philadelphia and 92 
in New York. It was the hottest 
day in Providence, R. I., since 
1917,. thermometers reaching 97.

Heat Increases Temperature of : 


Water and Sea Encroaches 
on Falling Rivers. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Record 
heat this summer over the conti- 
nent has caused the most distress 
ever experienced by the fish pop- 
ulation of the United States and its 
adjacent waters, the United States 
Bureau of Fisheries said today in 
describing reports it has received. 
“This maintenance of heat and 
drouth over almost the entire con- 
tinental area is beyond our expe- 
rience,” said Lewis Radclyffe, dep- 
uty commissioncr of the bureau. 
“All of the cold water game fish. 
such as trout, began to show signs 
ot the stress weeks ago; as the 
temperatures of their brooks and 
streams ran up, there were whole- 
sale endeavors to seine them out 
and transfer them to greater 
streams where they might live. 
“The actual dropping of the wa- 
ter levels in lakes and rivers every- 
where has played havbe with oth- 
er fish tribes. As the shortage con- 
tinued, the spring fed hatcheries of 
the Federal and state governments 
began to suffer. Temperatures of 
the water supply ran so high that 
the game fish broods maintained 
at several places are in danger. 
"Then as the rivers have been 


unable to keepitheir levels up, the 


sea water has made its way fur- 
ther and 
around all our coasts, to the dam- 
age and discomfort of all fresh 
water fish. Some of the marine 
species are being encountered in- 
land at record distances; crabs, for 
instance, are being commercially 
taken within 20 miles of Washing- 
ton, as the Potomac River in its 
lower reaches is losing its fresh 
water character and becoming an 
arm of the sea.

When we boarded the plane a 
beautiful dawn was breaking and 
we had every reason to expect fa- 
vorable weather for our 1900-mile 
trans- Atlantic flight to RBaidonnel 
Airport, Dublin. 

Stili Dark at Take-oOrf?. 

Although it was still dark, a 
faint glow of daylight showed in 
the East. The lighting of the 
Harbor Grace airport with flares 
and the headlights of parked cars 
were sufficient for taking off. The 
engine was tuned up and we 
taxied towards the western end 
of the field. 

Almost immediately the machine 
was out of control: from what 
cause I cannot explain, unless it 
was due to a punet tire. The 
plane swerved to the southern side 
of the runway and with the im 
petus attained, despite the fact that 
the engine was cut off, crashed 
its way through the scrub rocks 
and hillocks along the airport for 
about 60 feet. 

Our escape can be pia 
only by the fact that the machine 
did not turn over aud catch fire.

Polling places in the 670 pre- 
cincts of St. Louls will be open 


from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m. tomorrow 
for the off-year primary election. 

Voters have shown little interest 
in the campaign. Estimates cf 
politicians agree that there are 
likely to be only about 70,000 Re- 
publican ballots cast and 10,000 to 
20,00 Democratic. There are few 
contests for nominations of the lat- 
ter party. There are 299,344 reg- 
istered voters, and a vote of 90,000 
would be only 30 per cent of the 
total. In the comparable primary 
four years ago, which attracted 
somewhat more interest among in- 
dependent voters, about 134,000 
ballots were cast. 

Circuit Attorney Miller and the 
Election Board joined today in is- 
suing the following warning 
against election frauds: 

“The City of St. Louis for many 
years has enjoyed honest elections. 
That reputation must be maintain- 
ed. It is the purpose of the Elec- 
tion Board and the Circuit Attor- 
ney to see that every section of the 
election laws is strictly enforced. 

“This statement is prompted by 
reports coming to our respective 
offices, whether based upon fact 
or fiction we do not know, that 
cértain candidates are to be 
‘counted in.’ We are not inclined 
to believe that the fine group of 
judges and clerks of election who 
have in the past so conscientiously 
carried out the purposes of the 
election laws will so far forget their 
duties as to undertake or tolerate 
any violations or shadings. We are 
more inclined to believe such re- 
ports are conceived in the heat of 
the campaign. 

“As a matter of precaution 
however, notice is given that every 
complaint made by reputable citi- 
ens will be thoroughly investigated 
and, if a violation of the election 
laws is detected, the person or per- 
sons believed to be guilty will be 
vigorously prosecuted.” 

Places to Be Filled. 

Party nominees are to be chosen 
tomorrow for 35 judicial and ad- 
ministrative offices in St. Louis, 
three places in Congress, three 
places in the State Senate and 19 


places in the Lower House of the 


Legislature. In addition, 56 mem- 
bers each of the Republican and 
Democratic City Committees will 
be elected and St. Louis voters will 
participate in the nomination of a 
Judge of the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals, a Supreme Judge and the 
State Superintendent of Schools. 
Overshadowing all other local 
campaigns in interest has been the 
contest for the Republican nomina- 
tion for Prosecuting Attorney, in 
which politicians regard Associate 
City Counselor Richards and Po- 
lice Judge Rosecan as the leading 
candidates, Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney Fania as runner-up and 
Walter E. Benz as trailing. Rich- 
ards is indorsed by the St. Louis 
Bar Association, which published 
an advertisement today calling at- 
tention to its recommendations. 
The other Bar. Association in- 
dorsements, for contested judicial 
nominations, are: Circuit Judges 
Bader, Landwehr, Hall, Hogan and 
Hartmann, incumbents, and Alroy 
. Phillips, Republicans, for the 
Circuit bench ;Fred J. Hoffmeister, 
unopposed Republican, for an un- 
expired term as Circuit Judge, and 
James J. Milligan, Democrat, for 
Division No. 1 of the Court of 
Criminal Correction.

The purpose of the flight is to 
demonstrate the efficacy of a sim- 
plified system of aerial navigation 
developed by Boyd and Harry P. 
Connors, navigator on the Colum- 
bia’s flight to Bermuda, Boyd will 
use @ Bellanca cabin monoplane, 
similar to the Columbia, but of 
later design, which is to be equip- 
ped with earth inductor, magnetic 
and aperiodic compasses, a Sperry 
artificial horizon and other devices 
for blind“ flying. 

Boyd began flying in 1914 with 
the British naval air service, 
reaching the rank of flight com- 
mander during the war.

| LEGGE URGES FEEDING 


OF WHEAT TO LIVESTOCK 


Declares Shortage of Forage and 
Surplus of Grain Makes It 
Advisable, 

By the Associated Press. 3 

CHICAGO, Aug. 4. — The use of 
wheat for livestéck feeding was 
urged today by Chairman Legge of 
the Farm Board as a means of dis- 
posing of the large visible supply 
of wheat which has been a depress- 
ing influence on the market, 

In a radio address prepared for 
delivery over WLS, the chairman 
said: “The price of wheat has 
reached a point where we can and 
should consider wheat from the 

dpoint of its value as a feed 
for livestock. 

“The present severe drouth has 
reached a point,” he said, “where 
the shortage of feed and forage 
threatens serious losses to live- 
stock growers and dairymen over 
a wide area. The hay crop is the 
smallest we have had in years. In 
some sections the corn crop will be 
reduced 40 or 50 per cent or even 
more. Hay stocks are being fed 
out, and the prospect for sufficient 
winter supplies of feed is not en- 
couraging. Under these conditions 
there is danger that farmers will 
dispose of beef cattle and dairy 
animals at a sacrifice. If this 
movement is not headed off it may 
mean that a large number of ani- 
mals in poor condition will be 
forced onto the livestock markets,” 

The chairman said there was ab- 
solutely no relief possible through 
disposal of the surplus abroad at 
prices below the domestic level. 
Many of the most important wheat 


‘l4mporting countries now have leg- 


islation, he explained, that could be 
applied to prevent or penalize any 
such action. He added the only way 
permanently to improve the wheat 
price situation was to reduce an- 
nual wheat production.

Mississippi Congréssrian 8 Bill to 
Buy ene Which German Took 
1 Vears to Assemble.

WASHINGTON, August 4—Due 
to the effort of Congressman Ross 
A. Collins (Dem.). Mississippi, the 
famous Vollbehr collection of 3090 
incunabula — fifteenth century- 
printed books, among them the 
unique three-volume copy of the 
Gutenberg Bible on vellum—will 
shortly, find permanent lodgment 
in the Library of, Congress. The 
Collins bill to purchase the books 
passed the House and Senate 
unanimously and wag signed. by 
President Hoover the night Con- 
gress adjourned. 

There was some fear that the 
President ‘would withhold his ap- 
proval of the Collins bill, owing to 
his insistence on a curtailment of 
appropriations, Himself the trans- 
lator -of the first printed work on 
metallurgy, however, he was sym- 
pathetic to the need for cultural 
as well as material values. 

The Vollbehr collection, sections 
of which have been ‘exhibited in 


popular imagination: Because of 
this widespread interest, the word 
incunabula—cradle books, or books 
printed in the infancy of the “art 
preservative of all arts’’—which 
formerly had scarcely been known 
outside the very limited circle of 
bibliographers and med ists, is 
now in the ‘vocabulary of millions 
of Americans. 
History of 1450-1500. 

Rich not only in fifteenth cen- 
tury literature; but offering a 
cross section of the thought and 
culture of the people of that pe- 
riod, the collection furnishes a his- 
tory of the half-century, 1450-1500, 
during which occurred the great 
Renaissance and the discovery of 
America, as well as the Reforma- 
tion in France, England, Bohemia 
and Italy. It is exceptionally well 
balanced as to works on astrono- 
my, natural science, law, medicine, 


geography, cosmography, history, 
philology, travel, Orientalia and 
Americana. 


At the head of the list in this 
collection which Dr. Otto H. F. 
Vollbehr. Berlin, spent 30 years in 
assembling, is the vellwm-printed 
Gutenberg, or 42-line Bible. This 
copy is known as the Incunabulum 
Incunabulorum, and was ‘printed 
between 1450 and 1455. The bibli-. 
ophife, A. Edward Newton, has 
titled it, the “greatest book in the 
world.” One of only three perfect 
copies done on parchment—the 
other two in the British Museum 
and the National Library of France 
—it was bought by Benedictine 
friars in Paris early in the six- 
teenth century and preserved in 
their monastery at St. Blasius, in 
the Black Forest, until the Napo- 
leonic wars obliged them to flee 
with it and other material into 


various American cities, fired the 


Carinthia, in Austria. There, in the 
Monastery of St. Paul, it: has re- 
mained until the present. 

The Bible is tne only book of the 
collection not already in this coun- 
try, Dr. Vollhebr having purchased 
it, at a cost of more than $300,000, 
on ‘condition that the Benedictine 
Friars guard it for him, as they 
have protected it for over 400 
years until such time as he should 
decide on the disposition of his en- 
tire collection. Dr. Vollbehr, who 
is now in this country, will make a 
special trip to the Carinthian re- 
treat to obtain the treasure, It 
will be placed in a separate crypt 
‘adjoining the Declaration of In- 
dependence and be always on ex- 
hibition to the thousands who an- 
nually visit Washington. 

Congressman. Collins brought to 
the nation at a cost of only $1,- 
500,000 a collection of choice rare 
and unique books, the value of 
which, experts recently testified, 
is $2,600,000 to $5,000,000. 

Proposal Received Coldly. 
When the Coilins bill was intro- 
duced it was regarded by many as 
an empty gesture. However, Collins’ 
eloquent and scholarly address in 
the House of Representatives short- 
ly thereafter so captured the popu- 
lar imagination that a nationwide 
sentiment was rapidly crystallized. 
Thousands of articles, editorials 
and news stories appeared in the 
press and in magazines, while Con- 
gress was bombarded with many 
letters and telegrams from promi- 
nent men and women urging that 
favorite action be taken on the 
proposal, which also had the in- 
dorsement, by resolution, of entire 
groups. It was felt that the Na- 
tional Library should not be treat- 
ed as a second-class institution, but 
that America should have “parity 
in scholarship as well as in ships, 
in culture as well os cruisers, in 
books as in battleships.” 
Congressman Collins is a lawyer, 
having been graduated from college 
and law school before he was 21 
years old. He practiced law until 
1911, when he was elected Attor- 
ney-General of Mississippi, despite 
the fact he was only 28 at the time. 
Re-elected without opposition in 
1915, he continued to fill that of- 
fice until 1920, when he was elected 
to the Sixty-seventh Congress. He 
has been re-elected to every ses- 
sion of Congress since, and hopes 
to be returned this fall. A mem- 
ber of the House Appropriations 
Committee, he actively supports 
all measures for the public good 
and education, in rural and urban 
districts alike. Congressman Col- 
Uns is the ranking Democratic 
member of the newly created com- 
mission to study the drafting of 
industry, wealth and national re- 
sources in time of war.

The workhouse is said to be the 
only penal institution in the coun- 
try having an honor system con- 
ducted by a board made up of pria- 
oners.
